Before me, ;i Notary Public in and for said County, personally came Detective Maalisa Luigton arid Sergeant 
Ix:sa Breneman, who, being duly sworn, deposes and says that on or about the 13“' day oi February, A.D. 2016, in the 
County aforesaid, one: Earl Antonio Joiner (AKA Tony Joiner) did violate the laws ol the State ol Florida, to wit: 

F.S.S. 782.04 (2): Second Degree Murder 

On February 14, 2016, at 5:31 p.m., the Fort Myers Police Department Communications Division received a 911 
call from a male who said, “1 need an ambulance. I’m sorry 1 need an ambulance. I need an ambulance, lhe male 
caller was transferred over to an EMS call taker. When asked lor the address lie said, “Hell I neccUu^unhulan^^in 
sorrv. 1 need and ambulance. I need an ambulance.” He (lien provided the location ol die 
and later the building number o JBWBrtp—l 

The male said there was something wrong with his girlfriend. He said Ins phone number was 940-76,).) and said the 
following when asked (see transcript excerpt below): 

Q2: Okay tell me exactly what happened with her? . 

Al: Yeah I’m not sure, I’m not sure, sir. I just got home. I just got home, sir. And I just ran m and she s lucking 

just sitting there sir. 

Q2: And what is she doing? You said she’s sitting there? 

Al: She’s just sitting there. I don’t know what’s wrong with her. 1 don’t know what s wrong with her. 

Q2: Is, is she awake? 

Al: There’s fuckin’ blood all over... 

Q2: Is she conscious? 

Al: ...all over her. She’s got blood everywhere. Sir, oh my God. 

Q2: All over her? 

Al: Yes, yes. Yes, oh my God. 

Q2: Alright stay on the line with me. law Enforcement can you be enroute? 

When asked if he was with her now, the male, who identified himself as Tony, said no. He said his phone was 
downstairs and that his kids were in the car. When asked if the female was awake and breathing, he said lie wasn t sure, 
hut he could go check. 

Tony called out to his girlfriciK^^Bvhcn asked to and lie relayed that she was not responding to lnm. When 
asked if she was breathing, he was not sure and slated lie could barely see because it was “kind ol dark and said he was 
going lo turn something oil. When asked where the blood was coming from, he said it was coming 10 m ler nose. 
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When he was asked to lay her flat on her bark on the ground, Tony said that she was still and not moving and he 
started crying. Tony then told the call taker that he had her flat on her back at which point lie was instructed to start 
CPR. He was given direction on how to start chest compressions until help arrived. Tony said he was doing them and 
began to count them out with the call taker. Tony was later heard calling out to someone and alerting them ol his 
location. 


lx:e County EMS 

Ix'c County EMS personnel Christopher Kuchinskas (EM E-Paramedic), William Bradford (EMT-Basic), and Carlos 
Materano (EMT-Basic) arrived on scene at approximately 5:43 p.m. and subsequently documented the following ui the 
Prehospital Care Report: 

“y/o female found laying supine next to the bed. There was a male who was inconsolable and distraught beside her 
trying to move her to do CPR. He appealed to be trying to push on her but was not actually pushing. Where Ins hands 
w ere located were also almost below the ribs at her abdomen. He was doing this all while trying to keep his phone to 
his car. It was immediately observed that there was clotted blood around her nose. Lividity and rigoi wut present. 
Rigor was present tlirougboul her whole body. Her feel were immovable. There was blood on the bed and blanket. 
When we were finally able to move him from her we could see his phone still connected to 911. A broken door jam 
and the ‘lock’ were noticed in the bedroom, in the corner behind a box. It appeared to have come Irom the trom door. 
Further reliable information is not available.” 


Ixe County EMS declared die female dead at 5:44 p.m. Fort Myers Police officers and the Fort Myers Fire 
Department also arrived on scene at 5:44 p.m. Ti^nal^illc^aijaie^d^itih^hi^ul Antonio Joiner (D )B 
12/08/85). The deceased female was identified 


Sergeant Jason Petaccio entered the bedroom and observed Joiner kneeling beside^^^^^^^ body. Sergeant 
Petaceio asked Joiner for bis name three times and received no response. Lieutenant Roger Valdivia then asked 
Joiner multiple times to leave the bedroom. Joiner remained silent and eventually complied. Joiner was escorted to a 
chair in die living room and officers assessed die scene. Lieutenant Valdivia secured die scene pen ing t ie lssuance o 
a search warrant and contacted members of the Fort Myers Detective Division and Victim’s Advocate Chcvala Jones.

Fort Myers PD Homicide Unit 

.Several members of the Fort Myers Police Department Homicide Unit, to include Sergeant Brian O’Reilly, Detective 
Michael Walsh, and Detective Albert Antonini were notified and responded to the scene. Upon arrival Detectives were 
briefed on the findings of the preliminary investigation. Detective Walsh was assigned as lxad Investigator anc too 
multiple digital photographs of the scene. 

Alter arriving on scene, Detective Walsh observed a black male, later identified as, Earl Antonio Joiner (dob 
12/08/85), sitting in a chair next to a Dodge vehicle with Officer Yeomans and Victim Advocate (VA) Uievaia Jones 
nearby. Detective Walsh introduced himself to Join er (who ide ntified himself as “Tony”) and continued to the crime 
scene. Joiner refused to provide an explanation as to^^^^^|death and requested a lawyer. 


FMPD Crime Scene Unit 

FMPD Crime Scene Technicians Praia Maurice, Jessica Worthy and Manssa Poppell were northed and asked to 
respond to the scene. Upon arrival they met with Detective Walsh who provided them with details of the preliminary 
investigation. The scene was photographed, and a search was then conducted for any items and areas ol possible 
evidentiary value. Otic (1) fired cartridge casing (9 mm Tulammo Luger) was located in the northeast cornel ol the 
bedroom. The casing was inside of a small open cardboard box, between the night Maud and the south wall. Unc ID 
live round of ammunition (9 mm Tulammo huger) was discovered in the closed mghtstand drawer next to the bed. 
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There were no signs of forced entry into the apartment. The front door locks were intac^^^^^^H purse was located 
on the dining room table containing visible ITS. currency within feet ol the front door^^^^^l cellular phone was 
located plugged in on the nighlstand on the master bedroom, a laptop computer was on the table in the master bedroom 
and nothing appeared disturbed or rummaged through.

Synopsis: Officers responded to the Edison Mall in reference to a disturbance in the parking lot. ^ygjer 
located Joiner who had scratches on right side of his face, neck and chest area. Another officer locatct^^^H sitting 
m a vehicle. She had dried blood on her amis, hands, nose, chest and neck. She stated she went to the mall to pick 
up her vehicle from Joiner who works at Champs. She asked him for his phone and noticed that lie received a call her 
an cx-girlfricndHBHHcallcd her back and after a short conversation she threw his phone on the ground. Joiner 
became upset and struck her upper chest area with his right forearm knocking her to the ground. VV hen she filed to 
leave Joiner threw her keys on the ground. He grabbed her lace and forced her down repeatedly, face up, onto the lull 
real seat of her vehicle as he yelled at her. She noted the upper portion of her body was inside the vehicle and her 
lower portion was outside of (lie vehicle as she kicked and grabbed Joiner in an attempt to tree kn^^^Jomci 
eventually released her. Witnesses observed them arguing. They then saw when Joiner foreec^^Bmto the 
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vehicle and struck her repeatedly. These witnesses yelled at him to stop and notified m;dl security who then notified 
police. Joiner denied attacking 

Alliants talked to Officer Christian Reynolds of the Fort Myers Police Department. Reynolds stated that on June 8, 
2013, lie was working in patrol when he was dispatched UUhcHidisoii Mall lor a disturbance in the parking lot. Reynolds 
stated that he responded to the parking lot and met witl^^^^l who appealed to have been badly beaten. Reyno c s 
noted that there was a kug^unount of blood on her person and on the ground around her. Reynolds stated that there 
were pictures taken injuries, as well as the blood in the surrounding area. 

Reynolds staled thal^^^^^told him that she had come to the mall to retrieve her vehicle from Joinci. 
stated that as she was leaving, she asked Joiner for his phone. Reynolds stated that^^HBaid she saw on the phone 
that Joiner had contacted his ex-girlfriend and admitted to throwing Joiner’s cell phone on the ground. Reyno c s statei 
that^^^^|old him that Joiner attacked her, hitting her in the chest with his forearm and knocking her to the gioum . 
^^■told Reynolds that she got to her feet and demanded her keys, at which point Joiner threw her keys into the 
parking loiH|| told Reynolds that Joiner then grabbed her face and forced her down into the back seat ol her car. 
stated that Joiner then shoved her face repeatedly into the seat while he was yelling at hei. 

Reyn olds staled that three bystanders told him that they ha^jbserved Joiner hiitmifl^H multiple times while 
yelling atHHHl Joiner told Reynolds diat he did not atlaekiW sa ying lie acc idently Iclhg^er when he lost 
his balance. Reynolds staled that all ol this happened in front ol Joiner andm^^^H daughter"ho was on y 
a few months old at the lime.

Joiner jabbed her in the head with the stated that she told Joiner that she was going to call the police and 

that Joiner told her that he would “rearrange" her lace ii she did so.

Jnother was present at the location and also confirmed what had happened. 


Sergeant Breneman spoke with Lucas DaSilva. DaSilva stated that lie met Joiner at a gas station where Jomei wax 
working and saw Joiner flirting with different girls. DaSilva staled that he was dating a girl named Cynthia 
time but found some pictures on Uanas’s cell phone that indicated that Joiner was lulling on her. DaSilva stated that lie 
observed that Joiner was sending naked photographs ol himsell to lianas. D aSilva stated t iat ic ocaec . ouiu s 
Faccbook profile online and saw that Joiner was in a relationship whllMH DaSilva stated thathethen contacted 
BUH'ia Facebook Messenger and let her know that Joiner was cheating on her. DaSilva said that ^^^respond C 
oil Faccbook Messenger, indicating that she did not believe what he was saying. 

Sergeant Breneman spoke with Daisy Davis, a credible and reliable wiUiesyvhostated that she kncw^Hj by 
name and sight as a co-worker at H&R Block in Fort Myers. Davis stated that^^M worked altheH&R °> 

few months before her death. Davis staled that in the lime she worked willi^^^^M she woudsc 

oil her checks, eyes and neck that she tried to cover with makeup. Davis said that lhal^^^»iever exp ainei le.c 
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injuries. 

Davis stated dial Joi ner would c ome into II&R Block from time to time to see ^■■and he always seemed to be 
angry. Davis stated thal^^^l told her that she l'elt sorry for Joiner because he had lost his position in football. Davis 
said tha^^^^l frequently told her that Joiner never helped her with their children. 


'ant Breneman spoke with Cynthia Homer, who statecHhaMjhe used to work a^H&ri^llock, where she knew 
Jas a co-worker. Horner stated t hat she did n ot know^^^BWveiy well, bccaust^^^^Mhad only been working 
there for a few months. Homer said tha^^^B’ould usually emneto work, but sometimes shewouldmiss without 
explanation. She only met Joiner once, when he came to bring^^^H food. Horner said dia^^^Hwould talk 
about her family often and she talked about them moving to Jacksonville after tax season. 


Homer statcdthat^^Hlid not come into work on Mondt^bmary 15, 2016 but no one was very concerned 
at first becausc^^j[jfo^^^^ynisscd work. Horner said that^^^^^^ mother called the office at the end ol that 
week to let them know that^^^^Hwas deceased. 


Sergeant Breneman spoke with Sal Falcone, a credible and reliable person who staled tha^^tnew Joinet by name 
and sight as a coworker at Southern Standard P lumbing. Falcone stated that he also knew^^^H as Joinei s gitlhienc 
and mother of his children. Fa lcone sta ted that ■■■■ dropped Joiner oil lor work every morning and pu ked him up 
al ter work. Falcone staled that needed die family’s Dodge Journey during the day, and that was why she always 

dropped him oil’. 

Falcone st ated that J oiner was very llirtalious, and he was always hitting c^^^men other thai^^^^^P 1 ale one said 
that he kncw^HHto he very jealous. Falcone stated that Joiner and had financial difficulties, noting dial 

they were “bro^^tKjoke.” 

Falcone slated that around October or November of 2015, he became aware that a friend of his, Dennis Sclnaroli, 
was intending on selling a 9mm Taurus that he owned. Falcone said that he told Joiner about the gun an t tat Joim i 
ultimately ended up purchasing the weapon. 


Falcone stated that Joiner had access to a white pickuiJtrudOor work but that his access to the vehicle was limited to 
work purposes only and that no non-employee, mcludmg^^^^H was allowed to drive it for any reason, atone statet 
that Joiner was not supposed to drive the truck for personal reasons and would not have been allowed to ditve it to a 
strip club like Lookers or Babes. 

Falcone suited that Joiner had the white pick up truck over the weekend of February 13* & 14* ol 2016 and had 
permission to drive it home to his apartment. Falcone staled that on Monday , February 15, 2016, Joiner did not come 
to work, and it caused a problem for work because they needed the truck. Falcone said that Joiner contacted him on 
Monday, February 1-j^^^mid told him that he had taken his children to Polk County to see lus mom, and when he 
came hack, he fouud^^^^|dcad. 

Falcone said that Joiner stay ed with him for the week following^^^Hdeath and that Joiner did not seem very’ 
upset about her death nor did he seemivemuteresled in knowing what had caused it. Falcone stated that he was shocked 
to learn that Joiner did not even go to^^^^^|luneral. 

On March 27, 2019 De tective Maalisa Lang ton was notified by Cold Case Investigator Dennis Lambert that he had 
discovered photographs onHHHHHrcllulai phone records of an unknown nude holding a gun. 1 he 
photographs are of an unknown male holding a 9mm semi-automatic pistol in his right hanc. le image was ta cn imn 
outside the passenger side of a vehicle from an unknown person. Investigator Lambert was able to read the senal 
number of the pistol (Serial No. TIR44633). 

Detective Langton contacted Agent Ivan Kovacevich of the Department of Justice Bureau ol Alcohol, lobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives (ATF), and requested that be run a trace on the firearm. 


On April 4, 2019 Detective Maalisa Langton received a Firearms Trace Summary from Agent Kovacevic The trace 
summary revealed that on October 31, 2015 a firearm (a 9mm Taurus PT709 SLIM with senal no. 11R44633) was 
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purchased by Dennis George Schiaroli (DOB 07/01/83) a( Shoot Straight located at 2418 Colonial Boulevard in Fort 
Myers, Florida. Agent Kovacevic later provided Detective Langton with copies ol' the Shoot Straight F'irearms 
Transaction Records lor two firearms purchased bv Schiaroli (the 9mm on 10/31/1.5 and a .40 caliber Smith & Wesson 
on 12/31/1,5 - Serial No. EXC6325). 

On April 4, 2019 at .5:02 p.m. Detective Maalisa langton and Agent Kovacevic conducted a digitally recorded sworn 
statement with Dennis Schiaroli. This statement was taken at his place of business, Monahan's Plumbing located at 
4708 SE 8“' Court in Cape Coral. His father, Dennis Schiaroli Sr. (DOB 03/22/57) was also present. Below is a summary 
of his interview lo include but not limited to: 

- Schiaroli acknowledged that lie did purchase a Taurus 9mm with serial no. TIR44633 from Shoot Straight on October 

31,2015. 

- Schiaroli owned the firearm for approximately one year before he sold it to a guy named Tony who worked at 
Southern Supply (Company Inc. - 2535 Palm Avenue) in Fort Myers. Sclikuoli had known Tony for a couple ol years. 
Tony sold plumbing supplies and worked in the warehouse. Schiaroli described Tony as a tall and " dark but brownish 
coloring" male with dreads. 

- Schiaroli went lo Southern Supply and asked around if anyone wanted to buy a gun because lie had one for sale. I 'ony 
was interested and said it was his birthday. Tony told Schiaroli he would ask his girlfriend il she would buy it lor him. 
Schiaroli took a photograph of the gun ;md texted it to a phone number that Tony provided hirn. 

- A week or so later Schiaroli met with Tony at the Southern Supply warehouse where Tony purchased the gun for 
approximately $380 or $400. Tony told him his girlfriend had given him the money. Schiaroli sold him the gun in the 
original box with all the paperwork and warranty information il came with. Fie noted the gun had never been used or 
fired. Schiaroli did not sell him ;my ammunition. 

- At the time, Schiaroli produced a hand written Bill of Sale receipt that they each had a copy ol. Schiaroli noted dial he 
held onto it for approximately three years and just recently threw il in the garbage. Schiaroli could not recall the exact 
month he sold the gun to Tony but believes it was in 2016 and again noted that Tony said it was liis birthday. 

- Schiaroli noted he may have seen Tony at Southern Plumbing one more time after the sale ol the gun and then never 
saw him again alter that. 

Detective Langton presented Sclikuoli with a single-color photograph ol Earl Antonio Joiner (DOB 12/08/85). 
Schiaroli positively identified Joiner as the male he knew as Tony and the same male he sold the gun to. Schiaroli 
initialed and dated below the photograph that was subsequently placed into the Fort Myer Police Department Evidence 
Vault, 

Detective Luiglon also presented Schiaroli with the photograph ol a male holding a gun that was discovered on 
^^^^^^Iccllular phone. Schiaroli confirmed that was the picture he look himsell oi the gun and the same picture he 
texted to the number provided lo him by Tony. Schiaroli initialed and dated the hack ol the photograph that was 
subsequently placed into the Foil Myers Police Department Evidence Vault. 

Detective Langton spoke with Dermis Schiaroli, a credible and reliable witness who slated that he knew Joiner by 
name and sight as a person who dropped off plumbing supplies at his place ol work. Schiaroli stated that lie knew Joiner 
to work for Southern Supply Plumbing and knew Joiner’s employer to he a man named Sal Falcone. 

Schiaroli staled that in 2016, he mentioned to Falcone that he was looking to sell a 9mm I aurus firearm that he had 
purchased in October 2015. Schiaroli slated he already had two other firearms ;uid didn’t feel that he needed a ibitd. 
Schiaroli stated that he was contacted by Joiner about the weapon and that Joiner mentioned that his birthday was coming 
up soon and that he would see if his “girlfriend” would purchase the firearm for him. Schiaroli stated that lie was later 
contacted by Joiner who told liim that his girlfriend had given him the money lor the purchase ol the gun. Schiaroli 
slated that once Joiner paid him for the gun, he turned over the gun, as well as warranty paperwork and gun case that 
the 9mm Taurus had come with when he purchased it. Schiaroli stated that alter he sold the gun to Joinei, he never 
saw Joiner again. 


Affiants have reviewed the Facebook records of Joiner and noted that on February 5, 2016, Joiner was engaged in a 
Facebook Conversation with a person named Anthony Davis, in vvliicli Joiner wrote: “ 1 AURI IS FT 709 SEIM!!! NICE 
CONCEAL CARRY FIREARM SIR!!!” 
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Sergeant Breneman met with witness Doraima Cruz, who slalctDhaDihe kne\v^^^^|an(l Joiner by name and sight 
as neighbors that lived in her apartment complex. Cruz stated that^^^H waswnKxxhnol her, but she and Joiner were 
a jeajoiewuul combative c ouple. Cruz stated that Joiner routinel^m^^Sied^^^^ Band she o nce heard tliat Joiner 
lell|^^^|“()ne day. I’m going to kill you.” Cruz said that she would see bruises ou^^^^H* 1 ' 1115 a,,c ^ e Y es - 

Cruz described Joiner and^^^^^is “toxic lor each other,” and said that^^^l knew Joiner was eheatin^rn her. 
Cruz s;iid that constantly told her about all of her problems. Cruz said that when she learned that^^^|> had 

been killed, she approached Joiner and told him that she knew that he finally did what he said he was going to do. 

Sergeant Breneman met with Valerie Jean, a credible and reliable witncs^vhcWated that she kncv^^^^| as a 
neighbor and described her as a kind woinainritlnwo kids. Jean stated tha^^^^^had a husband that she didn’t get 
along with. Jean slated that she would 1 ic,iiH|H and her husband arguing frequently. Jean said there was one night 
when they were arguing, and she heard a pop. 

Jean recalled that^^^^H drove a Dodge, but she didn’t remember what Joiner drove. She remembers one time, 
they were arguing and that it slopped and there were kids crying. She said she didn’t see the kids again alter dial. 

Detective Kington spoke with Rosa Isela Anaya, a credible and reliable witness who staled that she ki 
througlMCira Nemeth. Anaya stated that on February201b, she was at Wnlmart in the late evening hours when she 
sawfl^^^l Anaya stated thal^^^^Hwas with her t(vo small children and the store was about to close. Anaya staled 
dial was not wealing makeup and her eyes were red and swollen, as if she had been crying. 

Sergeant Breneman talked to Dustin Degooyer, a credible and reliable witness. Degoyer stated that on Friday, 
February 12, 2016, he was in Fort Myers, Florida and had gone to a strip club called lookers with bis manager. Degooyer 
stated that while at Lookers lie met Joiner, who introduced himself as “Karl.” 

Degooyer stated (hat Joiner told them he had played ibothall for Florida and showed (item Facebook pictures of 
himself in uniform. Degooyer said that while at Lookers, Joiner kept receiving multiple phone calls and Joiner told him 
that his girlfriend was blowing up his phone. Degooyer said that Joiner told him that his girlfriend was very jealous and 
noted that he was supposed to be picking up food lor her. Degooyer stated tliat Joiner’s phone received so many calls 
that Joiner asked to borrow Dcgooycr’s cell phone charger to replenish the battery. 

Degooyer staled that he and his manager ended up at Babe’s strip dub where they continued talking to Joiner. 
Degooyer stated that Joiner was highly intoxicated and at some point, during the evening he thought that a roll ol $1 bills 
had been stolen to him. Degooyer s;iid that Joiner became enraged and began yelling at one ol the dancers, accusing 
her of having stolen his money. Degooyer said Joiner was so angry that the dancer walked. 

Sergeant Breneman spoke with A riann a Torres, a credible and reliable witness. Forres stated that in February ol 
2016, she was employed as a dancer at the Babe’s strip dub. Torres slated that she knew Joiner by sight as a regular 
patron of the dub and knew him as “Tony.” 

Torres staled that on the night of February 12, 2016, she was working at Babe’s and Joiner came in. lories stated 
that he was sitting in front of her, at the middle b;u - , and he was paying a large amount ol money for dances from her. 
Torres estimated that Joiner paid her at least $600 in the course ol that evening. 

Torres stated that Joiner told her tliat he didn’t have a wife, or any diildren and he appeared to he by himsell at the 
dub. Tones stated that the “lights went up” at 1:45 a.m. on Saturday, February 13, 2016, which meant that the dub was 
dosing, and patrons had to leave. Torres staled that she gave Joiner her phone number but declined Joiner s offer to 
leave the dub with him. Torres stated that Joiner was intoxicated and giving oil an unusual vibe. J orres also said that 
she was planning on going to Disney World the next morning and hail no intention ol going anywhere with Joiner. 

Torres stated that sometime after Joiner had left the dub, one of the bouncers notified her that the guy she had been 
dancing for all evening was back in the parking lot of Babe’s, asking lor her. Torres slated that the bouncer told her that 
Joiner had a gun in his lap, and she declined to leave the dub while Joiner was still there. 
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Sergeant Breneman spoke with Nancy McGlynn, a credible and reliable witness who slated that she knew Joiner by 
name and sight as an employee at the Circle K, where he worked a second job. McGlynn slated that on Saturday, 
February IS, 2016, Joiner was supposed to work a shift at Circle K beginning at 6:00 a.m. 

McGlynn stated that Joiner failed to show up lor work and that shortly alter 6:00 a.m., a woman identifying hersell 
as Joiner’s mother called the store, frantically looking for Joiner. McGlynn stated that Joiner’s mother said that Joiner 
had been talking crazy the night before and she was worried about him. McGlynn stated that another store employee 
sent a text message to Joiner asking if he was okay and that Joiner responded that he would be in to work soon. 

McGlynn staled that Joiner did not ever show up for work on Saturday. McGlynn stated that Joiner did not report 
lor work as scheduled at 6:00 a.m. the following morning, February’ 14, 2016, either. 

Detective Langton spoke with John Beck, a credible and reliable witness who stated that he was employed by Maple 
Crest Apartments, located at 3623 Crestwood I^ike in Foil Myers, Florida. Beck stated that he knew both Joiner and 
mm^as tenants in the apartment complex. Beck stated that he would talk to bolli^^^^^ and Joiner ircqucntly. 

Beck stated that on Friday, February 12, 2016, he had made arrangements to sell a dryer to and Joiner was 

supposed to assisMunWn eanying the dryer up to^^^^^fand Joiner’s apartment that afternoon. Beck staled that 
neither Joiner contacted him on that afternoon to make arrangements to receive the dryer. 

Affiants have observed a video taken from the private security camera of witness John Beck, hereafter relerred to as 
“the Beck video.” Affiants noted that this video camera had been positioned on the balcony ol Beck’s apartment at the 
apartment complex at 3607 Crestwood I,ake and that it was focused on the sole entry ;uid exit gate to the complex. 

witness who stated that he had performed an anafysis^ni 
and a Sony Vaio laptop computer that belonged toHHHI 
but had apparently by Joiner in die past. Devlin stated that he also analyzed die eell pi tone records 

attributed Joiner and cell phones and the cell towers the individual cell phones were “pinging on from

Devlin stated that at 5:20 p.m., Joiner’s cell phone pinged oil the cell phone tower that seiviced his and Obando s 
apartment aHHHHHBHBHIH Affiants observed on die Beck video that Joiner’s Dodge Journey pulled back into 
the Maple Crest Apartment complex at 5:21 p.m. 

Affiants listened to a 911 call made by Joiner at 5:31 p.m. on February 14,2016. In lliis 911 call, Joiner states that 
lie needs an ambulance, stating that “somelliing is wrong with my girlfriend.” Joiner tells the 911 dispatcher that lie 
doesn’t know what happened, stating “I just got home, sir. I just ran in and she’s fucking just sitting there sir. ^ Joinei 
then stales “There's fucking blood all over her. .She’s got blood everywhere.” Joiner says, I in sorry and I m so 
sorry. 
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The 911 dispatcher asks Joiner if he is with lie tells die dispatcher dial he is “downstairs” and that “my 

phoiUMvajHimviislairs.” Joiner also tells the dispatcher that his kids are in the car, repeatedly. Joiner says that he can’t 
tell tl'^Hiis breathing, because it is dark. Joiner describcs^^^^Hts being stiff anil there is blood coining out ol 
her nose. 

Affiants spoke to CJ Kuchinskas, a credible and reliable person, employed by die Lee Count^jnepjeno^lediail 
Services. Kuchinskas stated that on February 14, 2016, he was part of a crew dispatched lo^H£KHflHj9Qf 
response to a person bleeding from the face. 

Kuchinskas staled that he arrived at the location and found it to lie an apartment on the second floor ol the building. 
Kuchinskaj^jaiihliat he made entiy into t he apartm ent ami found Joiner in the master bedroom attempting to perforin 
CPS on^^^^H Kuchinskas staled that^^^^Bvas laying on the lloor beside die bed but there was a large amount 
of blootHnuR^idc ofllie bed, leading him to believe tha^^^^^^|)ody had been moved. 

Kuchinskas stated that Joiner was performing CPll, but lie wasn’t doing it correctly. Kuchinskas said Joiner was 
pressing on^^^^^^Babdoinei i rather than doing chest compressions. Kuchinskas slated that Joiner’s attempts at CPR 
were futile very obviously dead and had been dead lor quite some time. Kuchinskas described 

the blood on^H^^^Kiircas having already dried. Kuchinskas staled dial he fell things had been altered, noting no 
blood undei^^^^^^fliead. 

Detective liuigton spoke with former Officer Matt Yeomans of the Fort Myers Police Department, who stated that 
on Sunday, February I t, 2016, he was coming on duly in the late afternoon when he was dispatched i*H‘ 
response to a deceased female. Yeomans slated that lie arrived at the 

into the apartment. 

Yeomans stated that when lie arrived, Joiner was still in the bedroom. Yeomans slated dial lie found Joiner s behavior 
at the scene to he bizarre and not what he would have expected from a person who had just discovered a deceased loved 
one. Yeomans said that Joiner provided his name and date ol birth and then abruptly stopped talking completely. 
Yeomans described Joiner as cold and emotionless. 


Yeomans said that Joiner was placed in a patrol car with him for a lew hours while the crime scene was being 
investigated and Joiner was completely s ilent. Yeomans said that he found it odd that Joiner did not have any questions 
about what had happened kl 


Yeomans said that when he arrived on the scene, he saw Joiner’s two young children in Joiner’s vehicle, parked in 
front of the crime scene. Yeomans said that he could not believe that anyone would leave his children inside a running 
cai' in a city like Fort Myers. 


Affiants spoke with Fort Myers Polit e Sergeant A1 Antonini who stated that on February 14, 2016, lie was dispatched 

response to^leceased female. Sgt. 

Antonini staled that lie arrived and did a sceuewalkthrough. Sgt. Antonini said that he loeatci^^^^H oil the lloor ol 
the master bedroom. Sgt. Antonini saii^^^^H was laying on her back to the right ol the bed, and there was a laige 
amount of blood on her facial area. Sgt. Antonini noted that the blood appeared to have coagulated already and initially, 
lie was unable to locate the source ol the injury. Sgt. Antonini noted that there was also a large amount of blood on the 
bed and that a spent 9mm shell casing was found inside a box in the master bedroom. 


Sgt. Antonini stated that he met with Joiner, who declined to talk to the polin^ihoul what had happened, noting that 
he was oil a misdemeanor probation. Sgt. Antonini stated that Joiner iuid^^^^^|childrcn were located in tlieii c;u 
scats inside the family’s silver Dodge Journey and he noted that the vehicle was still Antonini said that 

Joiner was sitting on the curb and did not appear to be distressed or emotional about^^^^^^Bdeath, noi was lie 
attempting to console liis children. 

Affiants spoke with Crime Scene Techs Trina Maurice (Hill) and Jessica Worthy of th^or^iyer^olice 
Department. Maurice and Worthy stated that on February 14, 2016, they were dispatched 

response to a homicide. Maurice and Worthy stated the crime 
scene was an apartment located on the second lloor of the building, specifically the master bedroom in the northeast 
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corner of the apartment. Maurice and Worthy stated that they arrived at 11:10 p.m. and^^^^^pxxly had already 
been removed horn the scene. 


Maurice and Worthy stated that they were processing the crime scene, they noted a large amount ol blood on the 
south side ol' the bed in the master bedroom, as well as oil the lloor, south ol the bed. Maurice and Worthy stated that 
they located a spent 9mm shell casing in a box in the comer of the bedroom. Maurice and Worthy stated that one live 
round of ammunition was discovered in the nightsland south of the bed. Maurice and Worthy noted that the both the 
spent shell casing and the live round of ammo were 9mm Tulammo Luger. Maurice and Worthy also stated that they 
located an owner’s manual for a Taurus 9tnm in a drawer in the master bedroom. Maurice and Worthy stated they 
found a bullet strike in the back wall of a closet attached to the master bedroom and diey determined that it had exited 
(he exterior of (lie apartment. 

Maurice and Worthy stated that Joiner was present the entire time they were processing the scene and that they 
ultimately trimmed Joiner’s nails for fingernail scrapings. Maurice and Worthy staled that Joiner was unemotional and 
c alm the entire time. 

Affiants spoke with Sergeant Michael Walsh of the Fort Myers Police Department, who staled that he also arrived at 
ol Walsh he met with Joiner asked him il he 

would give a statement. Walsh stated that Joiner initially agreed, but then stated he was on Misdemeanor probation and 
that he wanted to speak with an attorney. 

Sergeant Walsh stated that lie assisted Crime Scene Techs Maurice and Worthy in attempting to locate the lired 
projectile that had exited the apartment, but they were unable to find it. 

Affiants spoke with Lieutenan^oge^Valdivi^^i^ri^Mw^ririlja^Departmenrarii^tate^ffial on February 14, 
dispatched 

that he arrived on the scene at .‘3:<'!9 p.m. and entered the apartment. Valdivia staled that besawH^^^Baying on tile 
lloor next to the bed in the bedroom and she had a hu ge amount of blood covering her lace. Valdivia staled that Joiner 
was present and kneeling over the body, but he seemed very “out of it.” 


Valdivia staled that they guided Joiner out of llie loonramc^ul of the apartment. Valdivia stated that once Joiner 
was out ol die apartment, they learned that Joiner aiKjHHHchildren were in a running Dodge Journey inside the 
parking lot of the apartment complex. Valdivia stated Uiat they got the children out ol the vehicle and he called for a 
Victim’s Advocate to attend to the children. Valdivia described Joiner’s behavior as very quiet and unusual. Valdivia 
stated that Joiner was not crying. Valdivia stated that Joiner was not combative hut was also not answering any ol their 
questions or following any of their instructions. 

Detective Laugtou spoke with Kira Isabel Nemeth, a credible and reliable witness who staled that she knev^oiner 
:uid|^^^^His neighbors. Nemeth staled that her inodier, Clara Ceballo otlen babysat the couple s 
Nemeth stated that she would sometimes let her children stay and play at the apartment ol Joiner and^^^^^|Ncmclh 
stated that due to Joiner frequently “recking” of marijuana, she stopped letting her children visit their apartment . 

Nemeth stated tlint^^l^^^^wilaiiicd to her about Joiner frequenting strip clubs and withholding the family car 
from her. Nemeth her of an incident where Joiner had grabbed her by the throat and slammed 

her against the wall. ^^^^^pol^Ncmclh “I told my mom that if something ever happens to me, it will be him IJoinei |. 

Nemeth staled that she last saw l^^^HoiMriday, February 12, 2016, when she was picking up mail at the leasing 
office. Nemeth stated that she noted lliat^^^^W was driving the family Dodge. Nemeth noted that she did not sec 
the Dodge over the weekend and assumed dial the family had left town. 

Nemeth said that on February 14, 2016, she pulled up to the apartment whcrc^^^^^tnr^rimu lived and saw the 
maintenance man and a bunch of police officers. Nemeth said that she saw Joiner sitting with and the baby and 

she approached him. Nemeth stated that she asked Joiner il lie was okay and he shook his head. Nemeth staled that 
she asked Joiner if lie wanted her to hike the kids, and he nodded. 
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Nemeth stated that she took the girls back to her apartment and saw that wearing a diaper. Nemeth 

stated that she was surprised by this, because she kneuJ^^^Bohepotty pained. Nemeth stated that when site took 
the diaper oil there was a large amount of sandiii^H^^Hdiapcr. Nemeth slated that^^^^|nonnaIIy 

would repeatedly ask where her mother was, but on this oceasiom^^^^^Blid not ask for her mother at all. Nemeth 
suited (hat it wasn’t until later that the police informed her that^^^^wvas deceased. 

Nemeth staled that she was shocked to hear that Joiner had taken his daughters out of town, because she knew that 
Joiner refused to watch the children for even brief amounts of lime. Nemeth stated that Joiner couldn’t take his 
daughters’ crying and wouldn’t agree to watch them whei^^^H would go to Walmart. 

Nemeth stated that^^^^^Hnolher had called her that weekend and told hciTh^sh^'ouldn’t rcacl^^^^^Bind 
was concerned. Nenl^^^^^n that she was the person who called and told^^^^^l mother thal^^^^^|was 
deceased. 

Detective Imigton spoke with Chcvala Jones, a Victim Advocate with the Fort Myers Police Department. Jones 
staled that she was called out on a death investigation on February 14, 2016. 

Jones stated that when she arrived on the scene, she was instructed to lake custody and Joiner’s two young 

daughters. 

Jones staled that while at the scene, she spoke with Joiner who asked her to call his mother on his behall and she 
agreed to do so. Jones slated that she callw^^^^iunother and told her there had been a death and that someone 
needed to come take custody of Joiner and^^^^^Hrhildrcn. Jones slated that Joiner’s mother agreed to come take 
custody of the children, but never asked who had died, 

Jones stated that she provided Joiner with several services for families who had lost family members, but Joiner never 
followed up for assistance. 

Medical Examiner's (Itlicc 

On February 15, 2016 at 9:00 am. Dr. Thomas Coyne of the District 21 Medical Examiner, conducted the post¬ 
mortem examination Dr. Coyne was assisted by Brian Lucas and Whitney Clar k. Detectives Maalisa 

Iangton and Michael Walsh attended. MS IV Morgan Smith was also present, The autopsy findings are as follows: 

Autopsy Findings

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Maimer ol Death: Homicide 

Affian ts spoke w ith Dr. Thomas Coyne, a credible and reliable witness who stated that lie performed the autopsy on 
wSSM on February 15, 2016. Dr. Coyne stated that lie determined thaBB^Bdicd of a single gunshot wound that 
entered the orbital region of her face a nd severed her spinal cord, prior to exiting the back ol her neck. Dr. Coyne 
stated that lie also observed bruising forehead, arms, and thigluyui^ioted that they vaiied in degrees ol 

healing. Dr. Coyne noted that there were no soot marks or stippling ongunshot wound, indicating that the 
muzzle of the firearm was at least three feet away from the entry point at the lime the weapon was fired. 

Affiants talked to Gertrude “GiGi” Heurantin, a credible a reliable witness who slated that she knew Joiner by name 
and sight as a former coworker that she had a [last sexual relationship with. Heurantin staled that she became sexually 
active with Joiner in early 201.5, when lie was still together with 

Heurantin stated that they had sex occasionallywas very jealous about Joiner’s relationsliip with 
her. Heurantin stated she would receive calls from^^^^Hal work and on her cell phone. 

Heurantin staled she knew that Joiner hail purchased a Taurus and noted that she remembered “Taunis” because 
that was her own astrological sign. Heurantin stated that Joiner complained about being trapped by^^^^H and told 
Heurantin that he thought that^^^^^had somehow gone oil'birth control ;md became pregnant by him. 

Heurantin staled thal^^^^Haucc came in the Circle K stoi c, looking for Joiner, but tliaf^^^^l wouldn’t make 
eye contact with her. Heurantin stated that it appeared thul^^^^Hiad bruising on her lace. 

Heurantin staled that aliei |^^^^| murder. Joiner seemed depressed. Heurantin stated that she and Joiner 
continued to be sexually active and that she spent time and money liying to help him stabilize his life. Heurantin stated 
that despite this Joiner would occasionally become very angiy with her if she questioned him about other women. 
Heurantin described an incident where she had found Joiner with another women, which angered Joiner. During 
another incident Heurantin went to his house in Winter Haven and knocked on his window. Joiner ran outside and up 
to her and got in her lace. Heurantin staled he locked eyes with her and told her “II you don’t quit this, 1 will find ways 
for you to he missing.” This scaled her. 

On June 4, 2019, Detective Langtou conducted a non-custodial interview with Joiner. In lliisOntemew, Joiner 
acknowledged lliat lie was the last person to ever talk lo^^^^M nit staled t hat he did not know had been 

planning on having anyone visit her or not. Joiner stated that he and^^^^Hhad previously made plans to go to Winter 
Haven, Florida on the weekend of February 13* & 14*, 2016, to visit Joiner’s family. 

Joiner stated that he andHURHihad a “disagreement” and ^^^^(decidcd not to join die rest ol the huffily lor the 
trip to Winter Haven. Joiner characterized the disagreement as being over Joiiie^^a^ming Fort Myers” and he 
explained that he enjoyed die nightlife and being out on the town. Joiner stated thatHHI^wvas not angry with him, 
rather she just wanted him to he home with the baby. Joiner acknowledged that there was a lot ol pressure in the 
household over bills, and that lie told^^^^^^^iat lie was going to take their children and go visit his mothe^l^^g^ 
stated iha^^^^l did not care that lie was leaving, because she knew' where lie was going. Joiner stated that 
had previously taken the children with her on a trip without him and it was not that big oi a deal. 

Joiner slated that lie did not remember the specific lime that he left for Winter Haven but stated that it was “a little 
dark," so he believed that it was in die early morning. Joiner stated that during his time in Winter Haven, he attempted 
to contact BBKBI but lie could not ret ail whether lie had tried to call her or text her. Joiner stated that lie believed 
his mother had tried to contact to “smooth over” the disagreement with Joiner. Joiner stated that he knew 

B^BHwas not responding to any efforts to reach her. 

Joiner stated that when he returned to Fort Myers on February 14, 2(M6ffii^eii his children in the lamily Dodge 
while he went inside the apartment. Joiner stated that his intent was to gclBBBB to come outside and assist him with 
bringing the children inside because the youngest child was asleep. Joiner stated when he arrived at the front door, lie 
found that it was unlocked and slightly open, which was not normal. 
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Joiner described findiiu^^^^^^Kiody as “a bad situation” and staled, “1 didn't know what was going on.” Joiner 
slated that the police at the scene did not waul to talk to him that night, although he really wanted to talk to them to find 
out what was going on. Joiner stated (hat lie was “stung for days” and couldn't remember what he did afterwards. Joiner 
staled that he was contacted several days later by an attorney that lie knew through liis job as a bail bondsman. Joiner 
could not recall the name of the attorney but stated that the attorney informed him that the police were acting like he 
(Joiner) was a suspect and that he needed a lawyer. 

Joiner again reiterated that he was not m a light wall^^^^Jon the night of Febrmu^2y2016 and stated that he 
only spent $200 at the strip clubs lookers and Babe’s that evening. Joiner suited tlia^^^H"would not have been 
mad at ail” because lie vvas making “decent money back then.” Joiner sakl^^^^Hw'as not upset, but they merely had 
a disagreement about him not being home. Joiner said he recalledH^^Jgetting her tax return but didn’t think that 
it was an issue between them. Joiner stated dial he thought that the^iac^eparatc checking accounts back then. 

Detective langton confronted Joiner with several angry texts^^^H had sent him during the evening of February 
12, 2010, including ones that said “Will!!!* lor not answering her calls and another that told him he had “m^^^rnds’ 
to return her call. Joiner dismissed the texts and stated, “she wasn’t up set at all.” Joiner then staled thal^^^^Hwas 
steadily texting him and that was bugging him. Joiner stated that since was bugging him, he decided that he 

would go spend Valentine’s Day with his family. 

Joiner was evasive about talking about other women he was seeing while in a relationship I le repeatedly 

slated that “Gigi was just a good friend,” but lie did not deny basing a sexual relationship with her. Joiner declined to 
name how many other women lie was seeing, hut he did not deny that there were more. 

Joiner denied lhat^^^^|had come looking for him on the night ol February 12, 2016 but acknowledged that she 
may have done so in the past. Joiner vvas adamant that when he returned to his apartment in the early morning hours 
of February 13, 2016, lliat^^^^^was already home. 

Joiner acknowledged that he may have called his mother at 3:12 a.m. on February 13, 2016 but stated that it w as just 
to let her know that he was coming to visit. Joiner staled that he also may have allied his brother in the early morning 
hours of the February 13’2016 hut stated “it could have been something about the strip club.” Joiner acknowledged that 
he may have been drinking that night but stated that he wasn’t sure. 

Joiner stated that he didn’t know anything about the crown molding on the front di^^ta^^roken and he denied 
ever striking^^^^^Ji the head with the end of a hat, staling that was something thal^^^^^^ftnotlier made that up 
and “she never had a bat to her head.” Joiner slatetDhat the bumps on^^^^^Hhcad were from the door striking bet 
head when he pushed it open. Joiner stated that^^^^l had been blocking the door and it struck her when he pushed 
it open. 

Joiner acknowledged owning multiple firearms, including a 9mm Taurus that he purchased from a guy named Dennis 
at work for $200 or $300. Joiner slated that he had purchased ammunition for the 9mm at a gun stoic called Shoot 
Straight and that lie only purchased one box of ammunition for that gun. Joiner said he had guns because ol the area 
where be andlived, but that he never had a conversation vvidlH^I^I about having gnus in the household. 
Joiner stated he was not sure what ultimately happened to the 9mm, stating dial he sold it on the street to a 3 party. 
Joiner could not identify when he sold the gun or to whom. 

Joiner said he would not be surprised if he skipped work oil February 13* and February 11 without calling in, saying 
he did so frequently. Joiner said liis job at Circle K was a bad job and that he was underpaid, so lie did not Iccl guilty 
about skipping work. 

Joiner denied calling ;ui attorney named Reginald or Reggie Estelle on Saturday, bebruary 13 at 4:4.5 p m. Joiner 
stated that lie did not know anyone named Reggie Estelle and that lie would have had no need to call an attorney on 
February 13”. Detective Langton showed Joiner a photograph ol Estelle and Joiner denied having ever met him. Joitiei 
also staled that lie did not recall a dancer at Babe’s named Arianna. 

Join er again de nied being in a fight with ^^Hiu the early morning hourtyjU|bniary 13, 2016 and denied ever 
striking ^^^^^vitli a firearm or pointing a firearm at her. Joiner stated “gladly helped him pack lor 
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their children as he was leaving. Joiner stated that he never hurt nor threatened that weekend. Joiner slated 

that lie didn’t recall taking any “sellies” ol liimsell crying oil the morning ol February 13“', 2016 and could oiler no 
explanation why he would have done so. Joiner could not explain where he had gone between the hours ol 3:30 a.m. to 
10:00 a.m. on February 13, 2016. Joiner said he thought he was having “drunk man’s sleep” at that time, despite die 
Fact that he had earlier stated that he couldn’t recall if lie had been drinking that night. 

Joiner stated that he did not think that knew that he had been withdrawing money from the ATM at Babe’s 

and Lookers on the night of February 12, 2016. Joiner denied there being any yelling dial night and stated that they 
were giving each other the silent treatment. Joiner then contradicted himself abou^^^^^Bknovving about the money, 
slating “she saw the money and you know ... “ 


Joiner stated that when he and his children left for Winter Haven on February 13, 2016, it was daylight and that he 
agreed that it could have been 10:23 a.m. as seen on the apartment complex video surveillance. Joiner stated that when 
he and tl^^^^^n left that timc,^^^^H was alive. Joiner stated that he did not know il lie left the keys to his work 
truck t<.• ■^■vllen he left but stated dial he could see no need for her to have a vehicle while he was gone. Joiner 
questioned why would have needed a vehicle if she was already home. Joiner did acknowledge that lie had 

never tak en the girls to Winter Haven to surprise his mother before that dale. Joiner staled that lie liied to contact 
they were gone but could not remember whether he had called her or texted her. 

Joiner stated that lie didn’t go funeral because hylidn’Huiow it was happening. Joiner stated that 

representatives of DCF had ordered him not to make contact with^^^^^^Bamily and that lie didn’t have any phone 
numbers because the police had confiscated his cell phone. 

Joiner could not think oHinyoiuMhat would want to hanij^^^^|:ind stated that he doubted il was any ol the 
women he was seeing t)chin^H^|^| back. Joiner stated that il was simply a rough neighborhood. Joiner slated that 
lie did not believe thati li i nig a relationship with anyone other than him. Joiner denied ever slapping or 
punching^^HIBuivl could not explain whyfl^^^H would have had multiple bruises in various stages ol healing at 
her autopsy. 


Joiner slated that he routinely checked up on the status of the investigation into the case by contacting his attorney. 
Joiner could not remember the name of his attorney hut s:iid that his attorney would always tel) him “Bro, it s still an 
investigation.” 


Specialized Interview & Medical Examination of l

On February 17, 2016 a specialized interview was conducted by Lupe Zambrano, Case 

Coordinator, of the Child Protection Team at the Children's Advocacy Center. Detective Langton ;uid DCF Investigator 
Selena Hinsdale were present. This interview was neither video nor audio recorded. 

^^^^^^Hreportcd that oil February 16, 2016, while at the courthouse, he was playing with outside the 

courtnxiim^^B^Bhrcw her stulled animal and then hcrseli on the ground on her back^Sh^hen began making a 
gurgling sound. When he asked her what she was doing sh^old him she was playing. ^^^^^^Bielieved that she was 
mimicking soinelliing she had witnessed. He noted that^^^Hncvcr told him il she saw her parents lighting. 

W MBjjU also reported there wa^^^toiy of domestic violence between his sister and Joiner, lhe abuse began 
vvhcn^H^B became pregnant with Joiner said he did not want the child and claimecD^vas not his. Once 

was bom Joiner seem ed to have a change of heart a nd was very loving towards her ^^^^^^NA^^Miviug in 
Key West with their and his mother witnessed Joiner shove They 

contacted the police and Joiner was escorted out of the residence. No charges were filed. 

Oil February 17, 2016 at 11:17 a.m. an audio/visually recorded specialized interview was conducted with^^^^H 
Joiner by Lupe Zambrano. Detective Langton and DCF Investigator Hinsdale observed the interview from the viewing 
area (separate room). 

Zambrano’s impressions and recommendations were as follows: “Based on the information obtained J 
the assessment process, il is the overall opinion of CFT that there is indication oi threatened harm ol | 
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Joiner, l luce years old.^^Jwas asked if somebody bun mommy and she mad^^yillirmaUve sound then s;iid, “Papi” 
(“Papi” is Daddy in Spanish). She was unable lo provide surrounding details.^^^vas asked if she saw “Papi” huit 
mommy and again she made an affirmative sound then said, “Papi working today/’^^Bstated, “Mommy cry witlCTapi” 
when asked why mommy was crying.

She reported she likes “fruit 
snacks”. She was .asked who she lived with and she said “mommy’s house'"iMRMIalso reported that her “poppy” lives 
in the home along with her sister “laiti”.^^^^Bwas asked where she slept at her home and she said “with pillow”. I 
asked her about her mother and she said, “Mommy at work”. She was asked her “poppy” and she said “poppy at work”. 

I asked her if she had ever had any had any “boo boos”. She was shown a scrape oil Ms Beckett’s foot and asked il she 
eveHmd ;uiy “boos boos” like this. She said “no”,^^^^^vas asked if she had ever had any injuries that bled. To tliis 
mmesponded, “Mommy had blood.” She said that blood was red. She was asked il mommy got hurt or il someone 
hurt mommy. She said, “Poppy shooted mommy. Mommy blood.” She was asked what it sounded like aiuBWWS 
said “il was loud!” She was asked if mommy said anything or made any sounds, she said “mommy said aaaaahhh.” She 
was asked if her mommy talked or said any words alter that she said “No.” She was asked il mommy was crying, she 
said “No.” She appeared somber.”
